There is no 
doubt about 
his 
guilt,

States Supreme Court having confirm­ 
ed his conviction and Mr. Debs him­ 
self having admitted the truth of the 
charges. 
There is no difference of 
opinion about 
the 
propriety of Mr. 
Debs’ 
sentence. 
The

is 
w hether or not he should now be par­ 
doned after serving a small part of his 
sentence. 
Upon this question people will dif­ 
fer and it is not the purpose to argue 
it here.
